Provincial saapiaruiie og eh ete: Take 
Infantile Paralysis 


A ban has been placed on the 
travelling privileges of the public 
during the epidemic of ‘ infantile 
paralysts to the extent that children 
under 18 years of age will not be per- 
mitted to reside outside of their 
home municipalities. Such an order 
has been passed by the provincial 
board of health, and is posted on 
placard in every post office in the 
province. Local boards of health 
have been notified of ‘the order, 
which they are expected to enforce 
in their respective communities. 

Children are not allowed to leave- 
the community unless a permit is 
obtained from the local board of 
health.

Bridge Over Limestcie River Ex-

WINNIPEG——The bridge crossing 
ihe Limestone river at Mile 360 on 
the Hudson Bay Railway will be com- 
pleted by the end of September, ac- 
cording to a statement made by H. 
A. Dixon, chief engineer of the Can- 
adian National Railways, who is in 
charge .of the construction of the 
road. As soon as the bridge is fin- 
ished track laying will be started 
from the Limestone river to Mile 356, 
the new junction point to Fort 
Churchill, 

In the meantime a location party 
is in the field locating the line to- 
wards Churchill and as soop as the 
track is laid to Mile 356 work will be 
started in clearing, grading, and 
ditching the line towards Churchill.
